Under the resolution adopted, the Covina Mayor point¬ 
ed out that the County Grand Jury recommended, a few 
months back, that contract cities be charged $320,000 
y(*arly for each patrol car for a 24-hour day, containing 
one patrolman part of the day and two men during balance 
of the day. This was to replace the present $170,000 cost 
now charged for this service. The Grand Jury said tlie 
present charge forces that cities which have their own 
police force to subsidize those cities working under con¬ 
tract arrangements. Of course the Grand Jury took ail 
costs, including jails, administration, supervision, and the 
multitudes of other services needed to operate the Sheriff’s 
Department and divided this by the number of patrol cars 
on the road to arrive at this figure and to all appearances 
it seems fair. BUT —- 

This was only a portion of the Grand Jury’s recom¬ 
mendations. At the same time they call for a readjustment 
of costs to cities that contract for county fire services. 
The cost to conti’act cities at the present time is also 
forcing that cities whicli provide tlieir own fire protection 
and services to subsidize the many cities that contract 
with the county for fire protection. 

Wc feel the County Supervisors should take the Grand 
Jury recommendations under study and set the piopcr 
rates fortli so that contract cities are carrying their 
fair share of the burden. With the recent 11 per cent 
salary increases that county Police and Fire personnel 
were granted, tlie burden will magnify itself all out Oj. 
proportion on those taxpayers in cities that provide their 
own services. There is no reason why those receiving tlie 
services from the county should not pay their fair share for 
their Police and Fire protection. It’s about time self- 
sustaining cities were relieved of this burden.

The Bureau of the Censu.s 
will conduct a sample sur¬ 
vey of employment an'd .un¬ 
employment in the Los An¬ 
geles area during the week 
of April 19, Mr. Leonard C. 
Isley, Director of the Bu- 
reau’.s regional office in Los 
Angeles announced today. 

The households to be In¬ 
terviewed here are part of 
a scie.ntificallly designed 
sample of the entire U.S. 
population. 'The employment 
and unemployment .statis¬ 
tics are collected monthly 
by the Cen.sus B'ureau forthe 
U.S. Department of Labor to 
provide a continuing meas¬ 
urement of the economic 
health of the Nation as a 
whole and of Its maior re¬ 
gions. Que.stions similar to 
those in the survey also are 
incluuded in the 1970 decen¬ 
nial cen'sus. Census Bureau 
officials point out, however, 
that the monthly .survey is 
es.sontial as the .source of 
current national employ¬ 
ment data that can be ob¬ 
tained quickly.
